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CSUS : Model of Discrimination 


Although the problem of sex- 
ism at CSUS is well known, it 
became more public last Thursday 
when five women from this campus 
testified before the Legislative 
Joint Committee on Legal 
Equality in Los Angeles 

The committee, consisting of 
Senators Mervyn Dymally, Robert 
Stevens, and Alfred Song (the 
latter two were not present), and 
Assemblymen Howard Berman. 
Walter Karabian, and Kenneth 
Maddy, heard testimony from 
women in education throughout 
the state. Testifying from Sac- 
ramento were Christine Sullivan, 
graduating senior; Dons Clark. 
secretary of the Faculty Senate; 
Dr. Lynn Haun, Chair, Counselor 
Education; Dr. Joan Wilson, As- 
sociate Professor of History, and 
Dr. Margaret McKoane, Director 
of Student Activities. Dr. Sandra 
Barkduil, Associate Dean, School 
ot Arts and Sciences, was 
scheduled to speak. but had to tes- 
ufy in the Ruth Sime case instead 

Dymally, who chairs the com- 
mittee, opened the hearing by say- 
ing it is their intention to make 
women full and equal members of 


society Testifying first. Ms 
Sullivan spoke about dis- 
crimination against student 


women. She mentioned that male 
instructors often have the attitude 
that women are in schooi to get 


their “Mrs. degree,” and frequently 
use sexist jokes to ndicule campus 
feminists. She also bro ight up the 
fact that a few male instructors 
offer their female students good 
grades in exchange for sex. A 
woman who rejects the offer or 
reports it, faces the possibility of a 
bad grade or reduces her chances 
for admittance to graduate school. 
Sullivan continued by pointing out 
that some male instructors refuse 
to recognize female students’ ques- 
tions and comments. She also dis- 
cussed the administration's at- 
tttude regarding child care centers, 
a must for many student women 
Although the administration 
professes to be in favor of the 
concept, one of the campus centers 
is closing. due to lack of tunds 

Sullivan concluded her tes- 
timony by saying. “It is most dif- 
fucult to enthusiastically pursue a 
degree when administrative 
women are demoted and faculty 
women are passed 
promotion (what few there are to 
begin with), and student women 
are ndiculed. The morale of 
student women ts down. Why pur- 
sue a career when one knows res- 
ponsibility, pay and position will 
be less because of your sex?” 

The woman who testified was 
Doris Clark. Ms. Clark. who is su- 
ing the university for sex dis- 
crimination, concentrated on the

problems of staff women. She dis- 
cussed job descriptions and called 
them “restrictive and sexist.” Clark 
said the qualifications are less and 
the pay higher for male-oriented 
jobs like painter than for female- 
oriented jobs like typist 

Women's jobs. she said, consist 
of support duties that perpetuate 
subserviency. She said the attitude 
among male administrators is, 
“You've come a long way baby, 
and this ts it.” 


Lynn Haun, who is also 
president of the Faculty Women’s 
Association, said women faculty 
members are in low ranks, at low 
levels, with no decision-making 
power. She pointed out the dif- 
ficulties faculty women have in get- 
ting promoted and in getting hired 
at a level equal to their 
qualifications. She also mentioned 
two recent job descriptions. One 
was for Affirmative Action Office 
and the other for Director of 
Conterences and Continuing 
Education for Women. The latter 
requires a doctorate and pays less 
than the Affirmative Action Of- 
ficer, which requires a master’s 
degree. She concluded by saying. 

“Institutions are supposed to be 
models. CSUS is a model a 
model of discrimination.” 

Joan Wilson followed Haun by 


describing the grievance she has

Discrimination Suit Dismissed

By noon Thursday, the plain- 
uff's attorneys had called their last 
witness. It was now up to the judge 
to decide if the plaintiff had es- 
tablished a prima facie case. In 
other words, he was to decide if 
there was “substantially strong” 
proof that there was a case at hand 
He decided to dismiss 

The case is Ruth Sime vs. the 
California State Universities et al 
She is suing for sex discrimination. 
When her attorney Nancy Davis 
finished questioning her final 
witness, defense attorney Richard 


Skinner said that following the 
lunch recess he would move for dis- 
missal. The judge, Phillip Wilkins, 
said, “assuming the motion won't 
be granted, which it won't,” the 
date must be set for continuation of 
the trial. 

After lunch Skinner made the 
motion, stating that the plaintiff 
was the only one claiming sex dis- 
crimination, and that she and her 
husband were attempting to coerce 
other members of the department. 
He presented two previous 
decisions which substantiated his 
claim. Davis asked for 10 minutes 
to prepare a rebuttal. 


The judge did not return for an 
hour and Davis then presented her 
refutation. She made it clear that at 
this point in the case she did not 
have to prove the plaintiff was 
right, just that she had a prima 
facie case. 

The judge said that when the 
trial started he could see no way 
that the defense could prove they 
were nght. He went on to say that 
although the expert witnesses. 
Lenore Weitzman and Helen As- 
tin. gave compelling evidence to 
prove there is discrimination at 
CSUS generally and in the chemis-

Higher Tuition on Horizon?

Does the prospect of increased 
tuition rest well with you? 
Recommendations made by the 
Carnegie Commission on Higher 
Education and the Committee for 
Economic Development (CED) 
call for such increases intended to 
double or triple the amounts 
students already pay. 

CED, consisting of 200 of the 
nation’s most influencial 
businessmen, has recently com- 
pleted studies on higher education 
and the results presented in their 
report can not be taken lightly by 
students and teachers across the 
nation 

Quoting from the report: “We 
believe that tuition charges at 
many colleges and universities are 
unjustifiably low. We recommend 
an increase in tuitions and fees. as 
needed. until they approximate 50 
per cent of instructional 
within the next five years. For two- 


costs 


year community colleges and 
technical colleges. we recommend 
that the increase be phased over 10 
years.” 

However, CED is being met 
head on by the Students National 
Education Association. Speaking 
for 80,000 students on more than 
1,000 college and university cam- 
puses across the nation, student 
NEA president. Thomas A 
Santesteban has condemned the 
study for its lack of student imput 

“Where were the students on the 
commission It is extremely dif- 
ficult for me to understand how a 
committee can presume to make 
recommendations affecting the 
hives and pocketbooks of millions 
of students. and never seek their 
opinions.” 

Santesteban further denounced 
the CED for not recognizing the 
fact that many students have 
already taken out loans for their

loday is one of those historical days on which we have the op- 
portunity to aifect our own future. The voters of the state of Califorma 
will go to the polls to either accept or reject the most devastating tax 
initiative ever placed on the state ballot 

It is raining today and voter turnout is expected to be very low. In 
addition. conservative voters tend to turn out in greater numbers ot 
special elections. Considering these conditions, the picture looks ver 
rosy for Governor Reagan's Tax Initiative. He called this special elec- 
tion, which cost the people of California over $20 million, tor this ex- 
press purpose. He could have placed it ona regular state election but he 
knew that traditional voting blocks like students would stay home on 
election day. Before you run out tn the rain and vote, take the time to 
read this article. Hopetully, it will encourage you to do more than just 


vote 


Passage of the initiative would lock into state government Gover- 
nor Reagan's conservative philosophy. Opponents to Proposition | 
have said that the tax initiative would result ina tax shift. It would 
cause a curtailment of necessary state services which would inevitably 
impose new tax burdens on local government, or result in the des- 
tructive elimination of such services. Particularly effected would be 
education, health. housing. weltare. racial equality. public transit 
recreation. worker protection and many others 

Proposition | abandons the traditional liberal move toward 
progressive taxation. For years responsible government officials have 
been making an attempt to shift our tax structure trom regressive tax- 
ation toward a system based upon an individual's ability to pay. In- 
come tax in California, which Proposition | would limit, 1s the state's 
chiet source of revenue and is based upon an individual's earnings. 
This tax tends to be progressive. Proposition | would cause a greater 
reliance on local taxes such as sales taxes and property taxes which 
tend to be regressive. The initiative is a definite move by Ronald 
Reagan and Milton Freedman, neoclassical economist from the 
University of Chicago who write the plan, to abandon and even regress 
from this aid to the poor and lower wage earners 

Proposition | will result in the abandonment of public free higher 
education in California. A. Alan Post, Legislative Analyst, has said 
that students in the California State University and Colleges should 
expect to pay $200 additional tuition inthe very near future if It passes. 
Post goes on to say that the community college students should expect 
to pay $100 tuition. Charles Hitch, President of the University of 
California. has said that the enactment of the initiative would probably 
result in an additional $500 tuition fee for the students inthe University 
of Calitorma 

Governor Reagan has stated in almost every state-of-the-state mes- 
sage since 1966 that he wanted to see tuition charged at the University 
of California and the State University and Colleges. Obviously. pas- 
sage of Proposition | would make Ronald Reagan very happy 

It is the responsibility of every single student in our system to weigh 
the facts and reach a decision on Proposition |. Should students pay 
higher tuition fees? Should users tax be assessed in other state ser vices? 
Should critical programs be cut? Should county and city governments 
have to support traditionally state supported programs? Should ngd 
constitutional language to adopted to restrict or eliminate critical 
programs? Should we abandon the liberal traditional move toward 
progressive taxation? Should we diminish by constitutional res- 
trictions legislative authority and dilute majority rule? Should we 
adopt a plan which will result in higher loca! taxation for citizens? 
Should we allow a governor who has not practiced what he preaches to 
leave his stamp of fiscal conservatism upon California. Should we do 
all these things or should we take this opportunity to ignore that it ts 
raining, to ignore the Governor's contention that only conservatives 
turn out on special elections, to ignore our responsibility as citizens 
and voters, to ignore our concerns as students interested in public free 
higher education or should we ignore to vote? 

Our future is up to us. We can spoi! the Governor's plans in this 
specially called election by turning out en masse to defeat Proposition 
|. Cail all of your friends asking them to vote NO on Proposition I 
Tel} them that the tax initiative is nothing but a tax shift which is dis- 
criminatory against students, elderly people, renters. and others.

filed charging discriminatory hir- 
ing and promotion practices 


Her grievance, she said, points 
out that departments make their 
decisions in hiring and promotion 
in terms of teaching experience 
rather than academic merit. She 
stated this discriminates against 
women because they “do not have 
the same job opportunities at any 
level in the educational system.” 


“Therefore.” she continued, “it 
is only reasonable to assume that if 
such discrimination ts to be ended, 
merit promotion will have to be 
given greater consideration in the 
case of women who are usually 
found to be over-qualified for the 
positions they occupy in the state 
university and the jumor college 
systems.” 


Outlining her gnevance, Wilson 
said the lack of merit promotion 
has blocked her advancement in 
the history department in three 
ways. First, she is at a disadvantage 
because she was initially hired 
below the rank and step she 
merited, compared to males who 
were hired after she was 


Second. if she had been hired as 
an Associate Professor as they 
were, rather than Assistant, she 
would have been up for a 
promotion to tull protessor in 1969 
or 1971. Third, had she been 
recommended to full professor in 
1969. she would have accumulated 
the necessary 180 points for 
promoion this year rather than the 
120 points she has 


“The major reason | only have 
120 points,” she added, “is because 
of my low step in rank. Therefore, 
it 1s the contention of this gnevance 
that | was hired too low in the 
beginning to ever compensate for 
that fact except on the basis of a 
merit promotion.” 


Dr. Haun then read Dr 
Barkdull’s written statement. She 
mentioned that the secretaries of 
previous associate deans had been 
classified as Clerical Assistant II], 
Steno. Her secretary ts a Clerical 
Assistant II, Steno. Their year- 
long efforts to get the position 
reclassified have failed 


She also noted that she had 
never been invited to annual ad- 
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ministrative retreats. Although she 
sent a memo to the president ex- 
plaining she could better represent 
the administration if included in 
the retreats, he did not respond 


Barkdul!l. an_ elected 
spokeswoman of Women’s 
Caucus, recently met with Dr 


Bond about the class action 
grievance filed on behalf of all! 
women at CSUS. She brought this 
up in the following statement to the 
committee. 


“The President explained that 
women lack experience in ad- 
ministration, and to provide them 
with necessary experience, he 
would suggest that the State 
University and College system 
create administrative internship 
positions. Administrative interns 
would serve with a real ad- 
ministrator and, in this way, could 
be brought up to a level! equal to 
that of men. | find this proposal 
patronizing and insulting.” 


Margaret McKoane,. who 1s fil- 
ing a grievance charging 
demotion, recently had many of 
her duties taken away from her, 
and is now Director of Student Ac- 
tivities. He; title for 13 years was 
Associate Dean of Students. Inher 
testimony she responded to the 
internship proposal made by Dr 
Bond 


“Those of us who have held 


either administrative jobs or 
secretarial positions.” she said, 
“have propped up and even 


covered up for incompetent men 
administrators. We are tired of us- 
ing our talents in that way. Where 
are the models in the ad- 
ministration from whom we should 
learn?” 


She called the Affirmative Ac- 
tion Program at CSUS a sham, 
saying search committees are not 
established out of what is called 
“expediency.” She said that 
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“friends” rather than  most- 
qualified candidates are selected 
for positions and that job des- 
criptions are written to eliminate 
women. 


“1 have filed an Equal Em- 
ployment Opportunity Com- 
mission complaints against CSUS 
Other women and I in the system 
need to go that way, we are 
prepared to do so. We believe that 
your committee can begin to 
change the situation for women 
We urge you to take those steps.” 
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Following the testimony 
Dymally said, “It is incredible what 
we have been hearing here today.” 


Karabian asked the panel of 
women if there were any laws 
which needed changing. Wilson 
pointed out that the Arts and 
Sciences promotion model violates 
42701 of Title 5 as interpreted by 
the Board of Trustees. Kathy Bar- 
ry, who served as moderator of the 
panel, said the university is not 
making a good faith effort in terms 
of women. Sullivan stated that 
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laws requiring student women to 
accept their husbands’ residency 
and those which base the income of 
student women on the incomes of 
fathers or husbands should be 
changed. Berman said that the 
legislature has delegated a lot of 
power to the Trustees 


Many women, the panel said, 
were afraid to testify because of 
possible recriminations. Dymally 
said the only other group afraid to 
testify were prisoners. The com- 
mittee assured the pane! there 
would be no recriminations

Some Personal Observations on Normen Mailer Speaking in Davis 


“MAILER, DEAD DRUNK, TELLS A DIRTY DITTY”

| have arrived late, but ap- 
parently Norman Mailer has not. 
His head of somewhat unruly, grey 
hair is parked behind a podium and 
whatever he's saying, it must be 
hysterical. This over-tuned 
audience is laughing at everything 
Mailer says. 

Oh! He's reading poetry. 
Here's a piece of one called “The 
Adventurer” 

“I don't mind when the party getsa 
little wild, 

But did vou have to throw up on 
my fover?” 

Why is Norman Mailer reading 
poetry? 

He's standing on a small plat- 
form so he can get up to the mic- 
rophone. He's in a blue and grey 
suit, vested. red tie. He looks likea 
stocky Irishman, like somebody's 
daddy 

He reads what he calls a 

“Three Second Poem” 
“IL got up and 
went to the bathroom 
brushed my teeth, 
went oul 

The audience chuckles. A iad 
behind me says to her frend: “It 
sounds just like Norman Mailer’ 

The man who is doing such a 
splendid job of being Norman 
Mailer is moving leisurely from 
subject to subject. 

“We are pouring our resources 
into an empty vessel.” 

Before | catch on to how that 
may be connected to poetry, or 
Marilyn Monroe, which the press 
release stated emphatically he 
would speak on, he has halted the 
whole thing, asked for the lights to 
be turned up so he can see his 
audience, borrowed a cap to shield 
his eyes and is imitating Victor 
McGleglan. 

“You didn’t know I have one of 
the best phony Irish accents in 
America. did you?” 

“Does anyone know the 
difference between wickedness and 
evil?” 

A fair-haired, lanky boy stands 
up. 

“You're the first student to 
stand up in three colleges in three 
consecutive nights...By God, make 
it good.” 

Daddy Mailer defines it all for 
us, then begins to teil a story about 
a friend who erased a pastel pain- 
ting and sold it — some of the faces 
in the room took puzzled — “He 
was consuming art to make 
money,” then begins talking of 
obsession and jealousy and here we 
are, back at poetry. 

Stull 'm asking, why is Norman 
Mailer talking about poetry? 


I interrupt this article to tell you 
that though everything Mr. Mailer 
said had varying degrees of interest 
to all of us out there in the 
audience, it took him two hours to 
get close to THE POINT. He 
apologized eventually to all of us 
for taking so long and for never 
getting to THE POINT, and he 





clarified a great deal by defining his 
manner of speaking as dialectical. 


In two and a half hours, Mr. 
Mailer spoke on (in this order): the 
problem of personal obsession, our

historical obsession’ with as- 
Sesination, the Kennedy charisma 
President Kennedy's assasination, 
cover-ups, our national obsession 
with cover-ups. the Bobby 
Kennedy and Martin Luther King 
assusinations and Wallace shoot- 
ing (this is when I first suspected he 
may be getting to the subject of 
Watergate), “the surrealistic soap 
opera in high places,” why the new 
leftist revolution failed 

Mailer suggests that the new 
leftist revolution failed because 
they did not deal with our most im- 
portant problems in com- 
munication, the belief that the facts 
are the truth and they will make 
you free. There seem to be two 
thoughts that the American people 
and their press have come to 
accept: 

1. There is a simple truth and 
we can grasp it and take it home. 

2. Once we've found it, we com- 
municate it to the American peopie 
and they pick up and march with it. 


Now I'm a good deal into this 
story. At this point, | am only half 
way through my notes, and Mailer 
is still no where near the point. 


From these ideas on com- 
munication, Mailer moves to 
Proportional relations concerning 
truth, his four day election 
coverage which produced Miami 
and the Siege of Chic ago, 
illuminates his ideas on our 
methods of living by a hypothesis, 
says the country’s in trouble 
because its hypothesis has been ex- 
ploded, and tells us that he would 
never create a character like Spiro 
Agnew because of Agnew’s faulty 
hypothesis. 

“He has the face of a dictator in 
a banana republic.” 

Now somewhere after justifying 
his claim that in five years. the 
White House will be scandalized by 


charges concerning porno movies,

he explains how a computer would 
eventually be able to beat a chess 
master, due to its increased im- 
provements and accumulated 
knowledge. The only way to once 
again place the chess master in the 
superior position is to create a new 
chess piece 

Though Mailer seems to move 
quickly off out into dialectical, 


journalistic space, he has just 
made, or almost made, THE 
POINT. 


Norman Mailer is here in Davis 
to reintroduce his favorite idea, 
which famously flopped on this fif- 
tieth birthday party in New York 
The Fitth Estate 

The author conceived of the 
people’s FBI, a citizen's CIA. It 
would be built upon the Fourth Es- 
tate of the press and eventually, 
become such an integral part of the 
press and the people, that we would 
approach the truth about what's 
happening. This, we are currently 
unable to do with Watergate and 
were unable to do following the 
Kennedy assassination 
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This all does loosely relate 
somehov :with Mailer, it just takes 
a while to get there. 


The story of his fiftieth birthday 
flop is a good one. Seems Mailer 
got the idea to announce this Fifth 
Estate on his birthday. The in- 
vitations said, “an announcement 
of national (major) importance”; 
the invitation also asked for fifty 
bucks. Though press tickets were 
emphatically refused. and the 
pissed-off press emphatically 
refused to pay fifty bucks. they 
paid anyway and came. hoping to 
be where it’s at that night in New 


York. There were 275 couples 
there, who unfortunately got 
drunk. somewhat hostile, and 


gloomy. Mailer said he expected to 
be fantastic: He wasn't 

“I was scared. It I turned out to 
be good and the thing succeeded 
where would | be” 


So he told a dirty joke. A third 
of his party walked out. Then he 
introduced the Fifth Estate 


and gave the rest of his audience

five minutes to think it over. Five 
minutes later the room was empty. 

“If there’s anything worse than 
a journalist, it’s a headline writer. | 
think they live under stones and 
come out after midnight and help 
to keep America insane. I could see 
what they would come up with

Dirty Ditty.” 

The whole event served to kill 
his favorite idea and the most 
profound love affair of his life, the 
one with himself 

What Mailer had intended todo 
was get the group of people there in 
Davis and give them all the stuti« 
the Fifth Estate and = discuss 
Watergate and the whole thing 
But the time scheduled at Freeborn 
Hall ran out and the reception for
